pages. Appendices are devoted to naval cadetships, army examinations 
and other matters of educational interest. 

The Schoolmasters’ Year Book and Directory , 1905 (Swan Sonnenschein, 5/-) 
is an even more complete and exhaustive inventory of the means of education. 
The able Review of the Year is very valuable, and we are glad to see that 
certain strictures which appeared in the last year’s issue upon the Navy 
Entrance Examination have been greatly modified. County and Borough 
Schools, the Parliamentary Year (in education), the Schoolmasters’ Directory, 
Educational Magazines, some educational books, by no means exhaust the 
contents of an encyclopaedic volume of enormous use to persons engaged in 
education. We hope that a very complete table of contents will be added 
to the next issue. As it is, it is more “ by chance than good luck ” that 
one turns up the desired heading. 

Oxford Modern French Series, edited by Leon Delbos, M.A. (Oxford Press). 
The editor deprecates the purely practical point of view from which modern 
languages are now taught. He says, “ the one object in learning a language 
should be to become acquainted with the greatest thoughts which have been 
handed down or are current in it.” We may not agree that this is the sole 
object, but assuredly it is an important one, and we agree that there is some 
risk in teaching exclusively on the utilitarian lines which are supposed to 
give the pupil a knowledge of modern colloquial conversation such as would 
be useful in travelling abroad. No doubt it would be an advantage to speak 
French even as well as the waiters in most foreign hotels speak English. 
But we agree with Monsieur Delbos that an acquirement of this sort is not 
education, and that a literary training must be pursued in other ways ; there 
fore we hail with pleasure the well-chosen volumes of this series. We have

Thiery’s style is not eminent otherwise than as a model of clear 
and concise narrative. The volume should be very interesting to a class reading 
in English history the period of the Norman Conquest. 

Voyage en Espagne, by Gautier (3/6), edited by G. Goodridge. Gautier belonged 
to the new school of the “ Romantics.” “ They were men who differed 
widely, but they had this in common — that they were very young and very 
enthusiastic and adored everything medieval from a Gothic spire to a doublet. 
When in 1830 Hugo’s great drama, Hernani, appeared for the first time, Gautier’s 
voice was the loudest of the wildly dressed, long-haired group which cheered.” 
“ He was a word painter,” says Mr. Goodridge, “ but no thinker.” The 
present volume is the story of a holiday when the author and his friend 
spent their time largely in looking out for local colour. “ The Voyage en 
Espagne is, and will probably remain,” says the editor, “ the most interesting 
book of travel in existence.” 

Le Serment (1/6), by Jules David, edited by C. Hugon, which appeared 
originally as a feuilleton, is a charming romance of the Middle Ages the 
scene cast in Venice. The author’s knowledge of Italian life and scenes 
gives vividness to his descriptions, while the character of Pepa adds interest 
to adventures of historic importance.
